MINERS IN JAPAN.

S TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE, ° 


Further particulars pf the rescue ‘of the 
miners, who were recently. entombed in the 
Matsuyama colfiery in Fukuoka prefecture, are 
now published, It’ appears that immediately 
after the accident the wark of rescue was start 
ed, but progressed very slowly owing to the 
nature of the ground. . On.the 8th'inst, twelve 
days ater the accident, a depth of 70 feet was 
reached, anc at 2, 30 p.m, the sanve day the 
shaft was opened, . Some miners and the fore- 
main at once went down to make a search for 
the men, ‘Two of the miners were found about 
40 feet from the place where the excavation 
had been made, and two others about 90 feet 
further on. “All the men were alive, and after 
immediate wants had been attended to they 
were brought to the surface at 850 pan, They 
are little the worse for their imprisonment, and 
if is expected they will be fully recovered in the
